TO BRITAIN’S

CHICAGO, Aug. 22.—-Secretary 
of the Navy Curtis D. Wilbur, on a 
naval inspection trip to the Pa- 
cific Coast, at the Great Lakes 
Naval Training Station today made 
clear his policy is to maintain the 
Navy in conformity with the Naval 
Armament Limitation Treaty. 

‘“The policy of the Navy De- 
partment,” said the Secretary, “is 
to keep our Navy on absolute 
parity with Great Britain's in all 
matters covered by the Treaty for 
Limitation of Naval Armaments 
and to build up the auxiliaries rot 
covered by the treaty so they will 
at least be equal to Great Brit- 
ain’s; in short, to maintain the 
5-5-8 ratio as to the treaty, and 
those not covered by the treaty. 

„1 am particularly desirous of 
doing everythirg possible for the 
betterment of the personnel, for 
their happ’.ess and advancement 
and for their preparation for life 
both in and out of the service.” 

The Secretary was honored by a 
salute of pineteen gums at % a. m., 
and at 2:30 p.m. a review was 
given.

REFERS TO ACCEPTANCE 

Reminding his hearers that in his 
Clarksburg acceptance address he 
had affirmed his “personal belief 
in the great guarantees of religious 
freedom and religious toleration 
which have made this country 
what it is” the nominee declared 
lhe had sought to give his views in 
terms sufficiently broad to include 
any and all forms of bigotry, 
prejudice and intolerance. 

“On that declaration 1 stand,” 
he said. “Whenever any organi- 
zation, no matter what it chooses 
to be called, whether Ku Klux 
Klan or by any other name, raises 
the standard of racial and re 
ligious belief as a test of fitness 
for public office, it does violence 
to the spirit of American institu- 
tions and must be condemned by 
all who believe as I do in American 
deals. 

“Hear me for one further word. 
I 2 * that these matters must 
not permitted to divert the at- 
tention of the public from tbe 
vital questions before them. To 
this end, and with this end only 
in my mind. 1 venture, here and 
now, to express the hope that the 
nominee of the Republican party 
will see fit by some explicit decla- 
ration to join me in entirely re- 
moving this topic from the field of 
political debates.”

PLYMOUTH (Vt.) Aug. 
President Coolidge, it was 
here today, wants the reparations 
conpletely 
peace definitely established in the 
world before extending invitations 
to another conference on limita- 
tions of armaments, which he has 
proposed. 

Meanwhile the administration 
will not seek to push negotiations 
for settlement of the debts of for- 
eign nations due this country, lest 
it interfere with solution of the 


reparations situation and putting 
the Dawes plan into operation. 
Nor does he consider the time 
practicable for an arms confer- 
ence. 


MAKES VIEWS PUBLIC 

President Coolidge disclosed his 
views on official affairs publicly to- 
day, for the first time since he 
started his vacation a.week ago, 
in a meeting with newspaper men. 
Today also is virtually the first 
time he has broken the veritable 
seclusion he has kept at his 
father’s home. He has received 
only a few intimate friends during 
the week, and described himself 
as well rested and refreshed. 

On domestic affairs the Presi- 
dent was said to be much encour- 
aged over the business outlook in 
this country, particularly in view 
of the successful outcome of 
of the international conference. on 
the Dawes reparations plan. 

Likewise he was reported as 
pleased over the political situation, 
including that in Maine, although 
reports reaching here have been 
of a casual nature. Mr. Coolidge 
has not discussed politica with 
Chairman Butler of the national 
committee, since coming here, and 
he is said to have no plans for 
taking part in the campaign, ex- 
pécting to devote most of his at- 
tention to official duties. 

The President has no speaking 
engagement of a political nature, 
it was said, nor has he any plans 
for making any. Several addréss- 
es are on his calender, but these 
will be for specific occasions. 


ASKS CABINET ADVICE 

Similarly Mr. Coolidge has not 
reached any conclusions on the re- 
port of the Tariff Commission on 
the sugar duty and on the per- 
sonnel of the Agriculture Commis- 
sion which he has said he will ap- 
point. Members of the Cabinet 
have been asked for suggestions in 
connection with the latter. 

The President made it know to- 
day that he has asked the Army to 
conduct itself with much tact in 
plans for Defense Day that no dim 
culties will arise between the gov- 
ernment and civil authorities.

Although very little news from 
Greenland was received today, it 
is believed here that there is no 
causes for alarm as to the fate of 
the Itallan flyer, who has not been 
heard from since he was sighted

Since yesterday it is understood 


that the weather off the Green- 
land coast has been good, the

Locatelli made 
a landing on one of the fjords be- 
tween Frederiksdal and Ivigtut on 
the west coast of Greenland.

Although 700 curious persons viewed the planet Mars through 
the Mt. Wilson telescope last night, the privacy of the Martians, if 
there be any inhabitants on our neighbor of the cosmos, was not

To the majority of the laymen 
who gave the planet, which is 
highly press agented right now 
because it is Only 34,000,000 miles 
away, the once over, the result 
was more or less disappointing. 
Several asserted they could see 
the moons and canals, but they 
were immediately looked on with 
suspicion by others who had pre- 
ceded them to the telescope. 

All the majority could see was 
a tiny whirling red-yellow ball. As

\CANNOT PROVE 
LIFE ON MARS 


Lick Astronomer Scoffs at 
Theories Advanced 


Given Out in Month 


Intensive Study of Planet is 
Aim of Scientists 


LICK OBSERVATORY (Mt. 
Hamilton) Aug. 22.—As the planet 
Mars approached to within 35,000,- 
000 miles of the earth tonight, the 
closest it has been within a cen- 
tury, astronomers here availed 
themselves of the opportunity to 
make new discoveries which will 
add to the limited knowledge of 
that body's formation. 

Utilizing a newly discovered 
plate, sensitized to various colors 
of light, dozens of photographs 
were made in the hope that color 
reactions might be recorded that 
would be useful in determining 
many things, according to Prof. 
Robert C. Aitken, acting director 
of Lick Observatory. 

But any discoveries that may be 
made while Mars is in opposition 
to the earth will not be made 


public within a month, as the 
astronomers are enage solely 
in making photographs vis- 


ual impressions at present. 


SCOFFS AT THEORIES 


After the visiting planet swings 
away from the earth once again 
observations will be discontinued, 
and the photographic results will 
be closely checked. Prof. Aitken, 
who returned from the East on 
Wednesday to participate in to- 
night's exploration of the visible 
side of Mars, scouted the wild ru- 
mors and theories printed and ex- 
pressed that habitation of the 
planet would be proved. He said: 

“Any hope that the observation 
will prove or disprove the exist- 
ence of intelligent life on Mars is 
entirely unfounded. We merely 
hope to add a few new items to 
what we know already. m is 
scientifically impossible to ascer- 
tain definitely whether life is 
present. 

“We will not be able to answer 
the question as to life on Mara, 
but what we can do will be to ob- 
serve everything possible during 
this most favorable time, and then 
apply to these observations our 
most scientiie knowledge 
draw rational conclusions.” 

While the planet approaches the 
earth every fifteen years, the po- 
sition of the heavenly body tonight 
was the closest it has been in a 
century. On the other hand, the 
scientists are somewhat hampered 
by the fact that the less interest 
ing side of the planet is faced to- 
ward the earth on this visit. 

Several features have been n- 
ly visible which are proving inter- 
esting and which will be closely 
checked up with the photographs

(1.) The extraordinary white- 


ness of the polar caps of Mars 
which appear to be so highly lu- 
minus that they project out from 
the planet. nile they may be 
the result of snowstorms, that as- 
sumption may be incorrect, as it has 
never been proved that moisture 
is present there. If moisture is ab- 
sent, the white region is 

caused by frozen gas. 

(2. A large green area was 
plainly visible which might prove 
to be an extensive region of vege- 
tation, according to the observer, 
Prof. W. H. Wright. 

(3.) Observation of the Syrtis 
or (great sea) shows the large 
y of water to be exactly similar 

to previous examination, giving the 
astronomers at least one definite 
piece of knowledge to work upon 
in determining the topography of 
the planet. 

Terming the epidemic of s0- 
called messages and signals pure 
bunk, Prof. Aitken declared that 
they were the mest ridiculous trav- 
esties on science that he had ever 
heard of. 


PICTURES MINUTE 

He also visualized the imposasi- 
bility of determining whether or 
not there wus habitation on Mars 
by declaring that the photographs 
of the planet recorded an impres- 
sion of one-half-inch diameter on 
the negative. When magnified ten 
times, the limit that photography 
will permit, the result is a picture 
about the ordinary of the 
moon, Inasmuch as no determina- 
tion has ever been made as to 
whether the moon is inhabited or 
not there is far less chance of dis- 
covering such on Mars. 

The pictures are being taken by 
Prof. R. J. Trumpler and Pref. 
White, who started their efforts 
Wednesday night, on the thirty- 
six-inch and the Crosley refiec- 
tors. The photographs are being 
made on the plates sensitized to 
red. yellow, blue violet and ultra- 
violet colors. Trumpler, in addi- 
tion to making the photographs, 
at the same time makes a drawing 
of the face of the planet as he sees

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 22. — An 
agreement which will permit the 
retention of all county traffic of- 
ficers in California employed by 
the State Division of Motor Ve- 
hicles during the coming six 
months was reached today at a 
conference between representa- 
tives of the division, the State 
Cantrolier’s office, the Board of.

The feature of the week has 
been a distinct upturn in real es- 
tate transactions and inquiry.

Retail trade is improving and 
shows a more even tempo less de- 
pendent upon special sales and 
“drives.” Weather conditions 
have stimulated early fall buying 
and the usual seasonal activity 
which deveiops at the end of the 
vacation period and before the 
opening of the schools is in evi- 
dence. Collections are fair, but 
department buyers are still pro- 
ceeding cautionsly on a han@-to- 
mouth basis.

The security 
market is in good shape and new 
financing is finding a ready mar- 
ket, while on the stock exchange 
the more speculative issues are 
getting a play. 

While a fair tourist business has 
been maintained throughout the 
summer the hotels have plenty of 
room at this season, but managers

FIRE LOSSES DROP 

The month of June recorded a 
refreshing drop in the harvest of 
disasters from fires throughout 
the country. According to the 
records compiled by the Journal of 
Commerce of New York the fire 
losses in June exhibited the low- 
est monthly record for three years, 
bringing the total losses for the 
first half of the year of 1924 to 
20 per cent below the floss record- 
ed during the first half of 1923. 

The total losses in June in the 
United States and Canada were 
$20,350,400, compared with $27,- 
832,300 in May of this year and 
with $34,861,900 for the month of 
June, 1923. The June figures this 
years are the lowest for any month 
of the year since August, 1920. 

The total losses from fire for the 
first six months of this year, clos- 
ing with the reduced losses for 
June, now stand at $181,096,250, 
compared with $222,050,200 for the 
first six months of last year, a de- 
crease of approximately 20 per 
cent, or one-fifth of the total fire 
waste of the first half of 1923. 

A CLEAN RECORD 

The first great conflagration in 
this country occurred in New 
York, December 16, 1835. The loss 
was $15,000,000 and bankrupted 
twenty-three of the twenty-six 
companies doing business. In 1851 
there were two great fires in San 
Francisco, which destroyed 3750 
buildings with a loss of $16,500,- 
000. Then came the Chicago fire 
in 1871, just fifty-one years ago. 
when Mrs. O'Leary's cow kicked 
over the lantern and made her fa- 
mous. At th. 1 historic fire 17,430 
buildings were destroyed, with a 
loss of $168,000,000, which caused 
forty-five companies to fall. 

A year late came the Boston fire 
with a loss of $75,000,000, then 
the Baltimore fire with a 
$50,000,000, and finally in 1906, as 
a climax, the San Francisco fire 
with a property loss of $350,000.- 
000. It is noteworthy that few- 
er fire-i rance companies failed 
through tHe rmous San Fran- 
cisco loss h the Chicago confia- 
gration in 1871, with less than half 
the total ! : or of the New York 
loas of $15,048,000 in 1835. 

Fire insurance is a great shock 
absorber. When a city suffers a 
terrific loss of millions through a 
fire the means of replacement are 
at hand through the medium of 
fire insurance. 
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NATIONAL 
REPORT ON 
COTTON DUE 


Great Interest Attaches 
to the Estimate at This 
Critical Juncture 


Today’s government report on 
the cotton crop, scheduled for re- 
lease at 12 o'clock, is the most im- 
pertant of the cotton year and is 


the subject of considerable s - 
lation in trade circles. The re- 
port will indicate the condition of 
the acreage on the 16th inst., and, 
according to dispatches to local 
cotton merchants yesterday, the 
average guess of the members of 
the New York Cotton Exchange is 
that the government figure will ap- 
roximate 65.9 per cent of normal. 
his compares with 67.4 reported 
by the government on the Ist inst. 
and 54.1 on August 25 of last year. 

Cotton men are particularly di- 
vided over the probability of the 
government report showing a crop 
of 13,000,000 bales or over. On 
the ist inst. the condition figure 
indicated a crop of 12,351,000 bales 
for the entire belt, but since that 
time, rains have relieved the 
drought in Texas and Louisiana, 
and the possibilities are that the 
crop has improved. The extent of 
the improvement, however, is con- 
jectural until the government fig- 
ures are b cast. , 

As yet, the weevils have been 
relatively inactive in their spoll- 
ation of the crop in the Southern 
States, and some authorities antici- 
pate a drive on the part of the pest 
in the next two weeks that may 
seriously affect the size of the final 
crop. 

Cotton growers in the Pacific 
Southwest are not so vitally inter- 
ested in today’s report as the 
planters in the Southern States. 
The critical period in this area 
does not come until the estimate 
at the end of September. During 
this month, the Imperial Valley 
and the Arizona sections are vis- 
ited usually by intense heat waves,

| WOOL MARKET | 


(Department of Agriculture) 

BOSTON, Aug. 22.—A very gen- 
eral business has been transacted 
on the wool market during the 
past week. Domestic-grown wools, 
both fleece and territory, have 
moved freely; also a considerable 
amount of scoured wools and sub- 
stitutes, such as noils and wastes. 
Although toreign wools are still 
slow, due to the high price levels, 
some of this stock has also moved. 

Prices on domestic stock are 
very tirm and some advance has 
been recorded in several lines 
through the week. Delaine wools 
of the better class, similar to Ohio 
and Pennsylvania, are still held 
firm at 56 cents per pound in the 
grease. Sales. have been consum- 
mated in fair amounts based on 
this figure. Fine French combing 
wools of this seme class are slight- 
ly higher. Half-blood combing 
fleeces seem to be in a very strong 
position. The price at the close of 
the week will be 654 cents; three- 
eights blood, 54% cents; quarter- 
blood; 48 cents, and low quarter, 
46 cents, About all of these wools 
are showing a slight upward 
tendency. 

Pine staple territory wools have 
made some advance during the 
past few days. Fine French comb- 
ing wools, which were quoted at 
$1.25 to $1.28 per pound, clean, 
are now held very firm at $1.30. 
Fine clothing territory stock, 
which has been held at $1.16 to 
$1.20 per pound, has advanced to 
$1.20 to $1.26. Halt-biood wools 
are slightly firmer. Choices long 
strictly combing stock of this grade 
is held at $1.30 per pound, clean, 
and slightly above, depending on 
the particular lot. Some houses 
are asking from 51.30 to $1.36 for 
these wools. Half-blood staple of 
the average class, which has been 
selling for $1.28, is now held at 
$1.26 to $1.30. and half-blood 
clothing, quoted from $1.10 to 
$1.15, has advanced to $1.15. 
Three-eighths blood staple of the 
better class is still quoted at $1.07 
to $1.12 per pound, clean, depend- 
ing on the offering. 

The staple wools have moved 

a large volume through the 
week. Fine and fine medium lines 
continued to be somewhat in the 
load. Prices are firmer today on 
several grades of these wools. 
Among the sales consummated was 
a large block of Utah wools which 
changed hands at around 43 cents 
in the grease. Other lots of the 
territory wools also moved in large 
volume and somewhat higher 
prices. 

Foreign Woolse—While there is 
little change in general in the mar- 
ket for foreign wools prices are 
very firm and an unward tendency 
has developed in the past few days, 
due to the advance in exchange. 
Sightly more inquiry has seemed 
to be developed for all lines of 
foreign stock. Merinog are very 
firm, but there is practically no 
business being transacted, due to 
the high prices.

Geologists and meteorologists have al- 
ways evinced great contempt for the mis- 
guided persons who aver that there is somo 
connection between seismic upheavals and 
solar activity. The benighted individual 
who mops his feverish forehead and re 
marks that “this is certainly earthquake 
weather” has ever been an object of deri- 
sion to the scientifically informed. Now it 
would appear that there is some ground for 


_}this superstitious belief, according to an 


in Le Petit Journal of Paris about 
Abbe Th. Moreaux, director of the astro 
nomical observatory of Bruges, Belgium. 

Abbe Moreaux insists that all our natural 
phencmena, such as cyclones, electrical 
storms, humidity, high pressure, earth- 
quakes, etc., are “tributary to the sun.” 
In the case of earthquakes he maintains 
that they can be foretold with scientific 
accuracy and his contentions are seriously 
upheld by a number of the leading scien- 
tists and astronomers of Europe. Prefac- 
ing all seismic disturbances by many hours 
currents, called Telluric, pass through the 


instruments. According to him, “they are 
sometimes so intense that telegraph serv- 
ice is interrupted all over the globe, and ev- 
erywhere fire damp is reported.” He calis 
the Belgian Geological Society to witness 
that, through their aid and co-operation, he 
has been able to forecast accurately some 
days in advance the coming of quakes and 
their approximate locality. 

Some serious disasters have been avoided 
where heed has been attached to his word, 
but in most cases the general run of people 
are not sufficiently advanced in scientific 
knowledge to place much credence in his 
predictions and be influenced by them. The

UNDER HEAVY GUARD 


The heavy guard tha was placed 
around Dunlap while sitting in the 
courtroom and on the trips to and 
from the County Jail continued 
yesterday. Several hundred per- 
sons who crowded around the jail 
shortly before court convened fol- 
lowing the noon recess were disap- 
pointed yesterday when deputy 
sheriffs took the badge bandit out 
the rear door of the jafl and down 
New High street, instead of follow- 
ing the usual route out the front 
door and across Temple street. 

James Wilson, who attacked 
Dunlap in the courtroom Thurs- 
day, appeared before Judge Crail 
yesterday with his attorney, and 
was told to return next Thursday 
for a hearing on the contempt 
charge made by the court. 


TRY TO SHIFT CRIMES 

Dunlap took the witness “stand 
after his attorneys, Milton Golden 
and A. V. Kaufman, had called as 
defense witness Dist.-Atty Keyes, 
Chief Criminal Deputy Sheriff 
Harry Wright, four deputy 
sheriffs and James L. Ed the 
“silk hat bandit,“ in an attempt 
to show that Edwards is actually 
guilty of the crimes for which Dun- 
‘ap is standing trial. 

Addressing the jury in a toud 
and clear voice, frequently using 
language common only to the 
underworld, Dunlap entered into a 
tirade against his wife, Mrs. Maude 
Dunlap, blaming her for his trou- 
bles. He deputy sheriffs 
were guilty of assisting his as 
serted victims in identifying him 
at the County Jail as the “badge 
bandit.” and declared that Dist. 
Atty. Keyes had dismissed two 
charges against him, after identi- 
fications had been made, because 
the investigating officers had found 
he was not guilty of committing 
them. 

On direct examination Dunlap 
denied specifically the nine counts 
of robbery, one of attempted crimi- 
nal assault, and one of assault 
with intent to commit murder for 
which he is now on trial, and de- 
clared he never saw the victims 
in any of them until they identi- 
fied him in the County Jail. He 
illustrated on a blackboard the 
manner in which Jack Boscomb, 
one of his asserted victims in a 
robbery, identified him in the 
County Jail, declaring that Bas- 
comb failed to recognize him in the 
original line-up of prisoners, but 
in fact picked out another prisoner 
as the ndit. 

When Helen Griffith and Edgar 
Milburn, the former charging that 
she was attacked by Dunlap and 
the latter testifying that he was 
robbed, were brought to the Coun- 
ty Jail to make the identifications, 
the asserted badge bandit“ testi- 
fied that he filed out of the tank 
door third in the line of prigon- 
ers. As they stood up before the 
alleged victims, Dunidp said he 
was first pointed out by a man 
named Lambert, hotel proprietor, 
as being a guest at the hotel. Mil- 
burn, the witness declared, was 
standing near Lambert, and over- 
heard Lambert's identification. Im- 
mediately, Dunlap testified, Mil- 
burn walked over to Miss Griffith 
and told her the “badge bandit's“ 
position in the line. After that 
Dunlap charged that a deputy 
sheriff had to point twice to him 
before Miss Griffith made the iden- 
tification. 

TELLS OF MARRIED LIFE 

Dunlap then launched into a 
lengthy recital of his life with 
Mrs. Dunlap, in which he charged 
that he married her because of 


her little son, while she was em-

"When she went to work for 
me, she had been working in a 
laundry at $9 a week, and lived

Dunlap testified. “Often she came 
to work crying. because of the 
conditions under which she was 
living, and I finally told her that 
I would marry her, give her and 
the little lad a good home, but 
that I didn't love her.
